Generalizations are dangerous, of 
course, but it seems apparent that/ 
the passage of time has entrenched 
in our country a majority percent- 
age of newspapers whose integrity 
fs "questionable," Twisting of news 
ha$ become an everyday affair, and 
the more important the news is, 
the more certain intelligent readers 
are that their newspaper will pre- 
sent sn extremes biased version of 
it. Selection of news is, of course, 
Inevitable, hut the kind of selec- 
tion which most of our "better’* 
metropolitan newspapers have been 
practicing during the past quarter- 
century can be characterized by rio 
word other than "vicious." 

This corrupt handling of news 
may be assigned to several causes, 
which differ in importance from 
paper to paper. The most, common 
general cause, however, is ‘that the 
newspapers are simply performing 
the function which their publishers 
want them to perform, which is 
maintenance of , the status, quo at 
all costs. For maintenance of the 
status quo means assurance of an 
Income that may run Into big fig- 
ures for the publisher or the pub- 
. lishlng company. This is the rea- 
son, of course, why the newspapers 
have been in the vanguard of the 
"red-baiting” movement in our 
country. -j

Politic* Must Be Removed 

Perhaps the transition of thb 
modern newspaper to an organ for 
machine politic* was an Inevitable 
one. But that it was inevitable 
does riot detract from the fact 'that 
is an extremely unhealthy situa- 
tion. :I£, our 'society is to go for- 
ward on a broad and intelligent 
program. the newspaper must be 
detached in some way frphv politi- 
cal Influence. 

If our assumption that the news- 
paper is still a powerful influence In 
our society is correct, then it be- 
comes our, problem to turn the 
newspaper into useful and, socially 
productive channels. For under 
our present system ,of news distri- 
bution, the American newspaper if 
neither useful nor productive.

rpHERE is no doubt that the new* 
paper of today is one of the 
most powerful instruments — foe 
good or evil— in our .society. B\lt 
that the American newspaper is 
neglecting to live up to the ideals 
and standards laid down by the 
pioneers of nlnteenth-centry jour- 
nalism is a commplace. 

Externally, the modern American 
newspaper is unquestionably with- 
out peer. Jts physical appearance 
is attractively and intelligently ar- 
ranged. Body-type and headline 
types are chosen for their proven 
effects on the so-called "average? 
reader. Every problem of lay-out 
and make-up has been solved by a 
seclentiflc process of trial and error. 
America’s machinery for producing 
newspapers rapidly and well is an 
indigenous product, and It’s the 
best there is. As lisuai, America is 
mechanically — superficially — far 
ahead; intellectually far behind. 

Direcfsd to 8th Grad* Mind 
Thf newspaper of today is a 
newspaper directed at an eighth- 
grade mind. Very’ little of the con- 
tent-news “or ' editorial— of the 
modern paper is more sophisticat- 
ed than a high school freshman's 
civics book. 

\ This situation highly undesir- 
able, but newspaper publishers 
woujd undoubtedly Justify ,it by 
arguing that their papers have to 
be fold and that advertising has to 
be sold, and therefore they give 
the public what it wants. It is 
not our intention to attack the un- 
sound reasoning which lies behind 
this argument.

ject flatter of Social Psychology," j, 
appears in the Mayilsspe of Social 
Forces. It presents a Contrast be- 
tween the arm-chair philosophical | 
dittCussions of the past dnd ihe pres - 1 
ent-day usp of empirical' methods in 
social psychology. 

Opens Symposium of Papers 

Dr. Britt’s paper, the opening one 
of a symposium of ll\papers on so- 
cial psychology contributed by varv 
lops psychologists, at Yale, Columbia, 
Princeton, Syracuse. North Caro- 
lina and other qnjversilics, is art 
outgrowth of a round, table discus- 
sion on social psychology which was 
suggested, by Dr. Britt and took 
place last)' September at the meet- 
ings of the American Psychological 
Association at Dartmouth. 

Dr. Britt’s second article appears 
in the May issue of the Minnesota 
Law Review an<l is entitled "Blood- 
Grouping Tests and the Law: The 
Problem d t ’Cultural Lag.’" This 
paper represents a special investi- 
gation in the field of public opinion.
